Mr. Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Report  for  the  year  I960.  Details  will 
be  found  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  The  main  items  may  be 
summarised  as  follows 

POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  for  I960  showed  a small 
increase  over  the  preceeding  year.  The  population  has  increased 
by  270  since  1947. 

BIRTHS. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  considerably  lower  than  for  lest 
year.  It  is  also  lower  than  the  County  and  National  Rate. 

DEATHS . 

The  Death  Rate  was  higher  than  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  Cancer  deaths  remained  about  average.  Only  one 
Infant  Death,  and  no  violent  or  accidental  deaths. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  a very  low  incidence  of  Infectious 
Disease  during  the  year,  only  a few  cases  of  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough. 

INVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE . 

ihe  general  standard  of  Sanitation  and  Hygiene  is 
satisfactory  in  the  District. 

The  Council  is  making  efforts  to  improve  the 
housing  conditions.  There  are  many  old  properties  which  will 
take  a considerable  time  to  deal  with. 

The  results  of  sampling  of  water,  milk  and  Ice 
Cream  were  most  satisfactory. 

Water  supply  and  drainage  are  both  adequate  for  the 

District . 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Council  and  the  Officers,  for  their  continued  courtesy  and 
co-operation  during  the  year.

Sources  of  Supply. 


The  source  of  supply  is  the  Prescelly 
gathering  grounds  and  impounding  reservoir  in  North 
Pembrokeshire  (Prescelly  Water  Board).  A branch  main  fron  the 
Prescelly  trunk  main  supplies  the  Neyland  Service  reservoir. 

The  water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water. 
It  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  as  it  leaves  the  impounding 
reservoir.  Regular  routine  sampling,  both  bacteriological  and 
chemical  is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  to  the  Prescelly  Water 
Board.
